With compromise talks at a vitu- 
perative standstill, Senate Republi- 
cans unexpectedly offered Tuesday 
to hand President Obama new pow- 
ers to avert a first-ever government 
default threatened for Aug. 2. 

Under a proposal outlined by 
Sen. Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, 
Obama could request increases of 
up to $2.5 trillion in the govern- 
ment’s borrowing authority in 
three separate installments over 
the next year, as long as he simul- 
taneously proposed spending cuts 
of greater size. 

The debt limit increases would 
take effect unless blocked by Con- 
gress under special rules that 
would require speedy action — and 
even then Obama could exercise 
his authority to veto such legisla- 
tion. Significantly, the president’s 
spending cuts would be debated 
under normal procedures, with 
no guarantee they ever come to

Obesity's Blame Game 


Medical article says 
parents of obese kids 
should lose custody 

Chicago 

Should parents of extremely obese 
children lose custody for not con- 
trolling their kids’ weight? A pro- 
vocative commentary in one of the 
nation’s most distinguished med- 
ical journals argues yes, and its 
authors are joining a quiet chorus 
of advocates who say the govern- 
ment should be allowed to inter- 
vene in extreme cases. 

It has happened a few times in 
the U.S., and the opinion piece in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association says put- 
ting children temporarily in foster 
care is in some cases more ethical 
than obesity surgery. 

Dr. David Ludwig, an obesi- 
ty specialist at Harvard-affiliated 
Children’s Hospital Boston, said 
the point isn’t to blame parents, 
but rather to act in children’s best

Often, obese children are victims of 
advertising, marketing, peer pres- 
sure and bullying — things a par- 
ent can’t control, he said. 

Roughly 2 million U.S. chil- 
dren are extremely obese. Most 
are not in imminent danger, Lud- 
wig said. But some have obesity- 
related conditions such as type 
2 diabetes, breathing difficulties 
and liver problems that could kill 
them by age 30. It is these kids for 
whom state intervention — includ- 
ing education, parent training and 
temporary protective custody in the 
most extreme cases — should be 
considered, Ludwig said. 

Dr. Lainie Ross, a medical eth- 
icist at the University of Chicago, 
said: “There’s a stigma with state 
intervention. We just have to do it 
with caution and humility, and make 
sure we really can say that our inter- 
ventions are going to do more good

Michael Barnes — a principal, vot- 
ing member from Maryland — said 
that he wants to step down. 

The shifts come as the 16 -seat 
board is trying to revamp how it 
governs. Fourteen of the seats are 
currently filled — nine with rela- 
tively new members. 

The board has been criticized 
by regional and federal groups for 
paying too much attention to paro- 
chial issues while not maintaining 
adequate oversight of the transit 
authority, (the Washington post)

Council OKs Shuffling 
Oversight Assignments 


Washington 

In a highly unusual midterm shake- 
up, the D.C. Council voted at the 
behest of Chairman Kwame R. 
Brown to switch oversight assign- 
ments among members. 

The shuffle was prompted by 
the decision by Harry Thomas 
Jr., D-Ward 5, to step down from 
his chairmanship of the Econom- 
ic Development Committee. But 
Brown’s recasting of panel assign- 
ments is much broader, splitting 
Thomas’ previous assignments 
into a new small business panel, 
and he did not stop there. 

Most controversially, the Public 
Works and Transportation Commit- 
tee has been shifted from Tommy 
Wells, D-Ward 6, to Mary M. Cheh, 
D-Ward 3. Most of Cheh’s govern- 
ment operations portfolio will now 
rest with Muriel Bowser, D-Ward 4, 
whose parks and recreation panel 
Wells will now head. 

The shuffle is a major blow to 
Wells, who has long campaigned 
on a “livable and walkable” vision 
for the city and had lobbied Brown 


Meanwhile ... 

The D.C. government won’t be 
getting into the gun business. D.C. 
Council member Phil Mendelson 
has withdrawn a bill that would al- 
low the government to operate tem- 
porarily as a gun dealer. Washing- 
ton's sole gun dealer closed up shop 
earlier this year when he lost his 
lease. Since then. District residents 
have had no way to legally purchase 
handguns and bring them home, (ap)

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Full steam ahead for 
rail projects in China

While celebrating the

China’s 12th Five-Year Plan, 
hich was approved in March 
f the national legislature, the 
ational People’s Congress for 
hina’s growth between 2011 
id 2016, projects that the 
)untry will put 18,750 miles of 
5w lines into operation. Vice 
inister of Railways Hu Yadong 
Id the media in mid-June. 

By 2016, the total length of 
ilways in China will increase 
i about 30 percent to reach 
ound 75,000 miles, up from 
le current 56,875 miles, (but 
ill 62,500 miles less than 
le total rail lines in the United 
:ates), Hu said. 

According to the ministry, 
le total mileage of high-speed 
id express rail lines will reach 
)me 28,125 miles while the 
ilway lines in the western 
irt of China will extend more 


than 31,250 miles by 2016. 

The total investment and 
financing will amount to 2.8 
trillion yuan ($432 billion), an 
increase of 41.4 percent from 
2006-2010, according to Hu. 

The new high-speed railway 
between China's capital and 
the largest metropolis is the 
world’s longest high-speed rail 
so far. It stretches 823 miles 
(1,318 kilometers), more than 
triple the distance between 
Washington, DC and New York 
City. 

The line runs 90 pairs of 
trains daily, traveling at either 
187 miles/h or 156 miles/h 
(300 km/h or 250 km/h). 

The fastest travel time 
between the two cities will be 
four hours and 48 minutes, 
or about half the time trains 
currently take. 

The ministry said that 
Beijing-Shanghai high-speed 
railway is a landmark project. 
"Its technology is advanced, 
its quality reliable and safety 
guaranteed," Hu said. 

The new high-speed railway 
will likely ease the congested 
traffic between the two cities 
with stops in the country’s 
most prosperous 
cities on the east 
coast. 

The first direct 
rail link between 
the two cities 
opened in 1968. 
Although it 
accounted for 
only 2 percent of 
the nation's total 
railway network, 
it transported 
more than 
10 percent of 
the country's 
passengers 
and 7 percent 
of its freight, 
four times the 
national average. 


China's high-speed rail 
network had reached 5,223 
miles at the end of 2010 and 
is expected to exceed 10,000 
miles by 2020. 

The railway is expected to 
draw some passengers from 
the lucrative Beijing-Shanghai 
air route, but airlines are 
confident of winning them 
back. 

"People might like to try a 
new mode of transport," Zhu 
Qingyu, head of the marketing 
department at China Air 
Transport Association, said. 
"As long as China's economy 
is booming and the demand 
for travel is increasing, neither 
airlines nor the high-speed 
railway need to worry about 
passenger flow." 

Despite its ambitious railway 
development plan, the new 
Railways Minister Sheng 
Guangzu made it clear in April 
that railway development 
should not outpace demand 
too much. 

Sheng became the new 
railway chief after former 
minister Liu Zhijun was placed 
under investigation for "serious 
disciplinary violations", 

according to a government 
decree. 

Sheng stressed in an 
interview with the People's 
Daily in April that the future 
work arrangement will give 
priority to ongoing projects 
to ensure they have enough 
funds for construction to be 
completed and will emphasize 
projects that are in urgent 
demand. 

In China's history, the first 
railway, only 0.31 mile, was laid 
in Beijing as a showpiece by 
British merchants in 1865. But 
until 1949, only 13,631 miles of 
rail lines were operational. 

The rail lines more than 
doubled between 1950 and 
1980.

Blake Shelton, 

“Red River Blue” 

Shelton actually espoused tough 
back in May when he married fiery 
country superstar Miranda Lam- 
bert. She lends her voice to the title 
track of Shelton’s sixth album, but 
her pluck hasn’t rubbed off on him. 
A decade into his recording career, 
Shelton sings with such cool con- 
fidence, his most rollicking stuff 
feels a tad ridiculous. 

Fittingly, the best drinking song 
here, “Drink on It," isn’t about rais- 
ing roadhouse hell; it’s about fall- 
ing for a Stranger in the bar with 
a heart more bruised than yours. 
But will you Still love Shelton in the 
morning? 

Later, on “Good Ole Boys," he 
boasts of going to the drugstore to 
pick up some “feminine products" 
for his lady. Funny. But not tough!

“Neon” 

Young’s songs aren’t as clever as 
Shelton’s, but the 26-year-old's 
voice is equally handsome. On 
the “Nashville Star" alum’s third 
album, he forgoes toughness for 
a tenderness you can hear in the 
mellow burn of “Tomorrow" and 
the soft jounce of “I Can Take It 
From There." 

But when Young pulls on his 
boots for “Save Water, Drink 
Beer," that resonant baritone 
fizzles off into anonymity.

Shepherd's new CD doesn’t have 
as much lip as Church’s, but it 
has plenty of heart. And lungs. 

The sophomore outing for the 
Alabama native finds her sing- 
ing well beyond her 24 years in a 
voice that’s nimble and huge. 

Exquisite with detail, the 
album doesn’t just transport you 
to Shepherd’s Alabama; it trans- 
ports you to Shepherd’s kitchen, 
where she’s just plunked down 
her wedding ring on the table 
during the final couplets of “That 
All Leads to Cne Thing." As the 
song simmers and fades, you can 
almost hear the creaky screen 
door slamming behind her. 

That’s tough, for sure.

Washed Out 
Sets the Mood 

The one-man band's 


first CD evokes Long 
summertime drives 

Album Review 

Washed Out is the moniker of Geor- 
gia-based musician Ernest Greene, 
who has issued a pair of homemade 
EPs under the name, both of which 
displayed a penchant for sound- 
track-y, keyboard-based mood-scap- 
ing. (“Feel It All Around” plays over 
the opening credits of quirky IFC 
TV series “Portlandia .”) “Within 
and Without,” Washed Out’s full- 
length debut, whooshes by with 
an emotional and melodic cohe- 
siveness that was previously only 
suggested.

As in the music of contempo- 
raries Toro Y Moi and Neon Indi- 
an, something deeply personal is 
hinted at within the gently puls- 
ing beats and piles of synthesizers 
but never quite revealed. Washed 
Out tracks such as “Echoes” and 
“Before” take a cue from the early 
work of R.E.M., pushing vocals tan- 
talizingly down in the mix, allow- 
ing only certain phrases and snip- 
pets to surface. 

The record’s cover shot of an 
embracing man and woman sug- 
gests Greene’s inspiration is phys- 
ical, but it works best when taken 
less as a collection of songs and 
more as a suite that conjures long 
car rides across open plains.

A gorgeous song such as 
“Before” is big enough to accommo- 
date both the natural and the phys- 
ical: A gentle, cymbal-driven disco 
pulse is the framework for Greene’s 
swooping vocal lines. A female 
voice repeating what sounds like 
the word “body” serves as memo- 
rable punctuation. Recorded with 
assistance from Ben Allen — who 
has worked with Deerhunter and 
Animal Collective, among others 
— “Within and Without” is like- 
ly to be tossed onto the growing 
heap of “chillwave” records and 
perhaps forgotten. That would be 
a shame, because repeated plays 
reveal a stately, windswept ele- 
gance that few of Washed Out’s 
contemporaries can match.

Know your limitations, whether 
that’s a tiny square of counter space 
or a Lilliputian oven that can only fit 
a quail or two, not a Thanksgiving 
turkey.
